Roberts, and filed a declaration, of 
homestead and defended the suit for 
foreclosure on the ground that the 
property was community property and 
that she as a wife had not joined in the 
mortgage. The suit was tried before 
Judge Bigelow and the 
defense of 


homestead right was sustained,' but 
judgment for the amount was given 
against Roberts. Subsequently Greer 
brought suit and reaewed the judg- 
ment in July, 1833, and after the death 
of Mrs. Roberto, Graer had the execu- 
tion issued and the property was sold.

By moving the 
glass a little closer to tbe wall you will 
cause tbe picture of the window to be- 
come indistinct, while a beautiful 
image of the houses, trees or other ob 
jects of the outdoor world beyond will 
be formed upon the paper. We thus 
learn that the distance of the image 
from the lens varies with the distance 
of the object whose image is formed. 
In precisely a similar manner an image 
is formed at the focus of tbe object 
glass of a refracting telescope.

A C'onupctlcnt Atent Says the Barbed Wire 


Fcncu lias Done the Trick. 


An Ansonia lightning rod agent has 


d from Bunker HilL a little 
scveKd miles np the Nangatadk 
in a most dejected mood. He 


>ad heard of a recent thunderstorm np 
there whore Considerable damage had 
been done by lightning, and priming 
himself -with the alleged facts he drove 
off -with his -\vagon loaded \vith rods, 
copper tips, insulators, ladders, etc., ex- 
pecting to find business brisk. He found 
al the first place \yhere he stopped that 
it was going to be a bad year for busi- 
ness in that section, because at nearly 
every house there -were barbed wire 
fences, and tho last storm had proved 
thnt theiv vero no better conductors ol 
electricity that a barbed wire fence. 


Tho storm the agent heard of came up 


•atklsnly oae evening, and its antics 
convinced him that ho had better get 
out of the lightning rod business and go 
into the -wire fence trade. The very first 
flash of lightning struck a tree at the 
soisthw-est corner of the house occupied 
by ilrs. Willard Woodruff and her son- 
in-law, J, A. Hitchcock The force of the 
concussion thrcv/ Mr. Hitchcock from 
his chair across the room and up against 
a sideboard. Tho bolt struck the tree 
about 20 foot from the ground and on 
the^ide toyrord the house, but a greater 
attraction ^as across the street, and the 
lightning went for- it Vrith considerable 
eagerness. It ricochetted over the inter- 
vening space, gouging big holes in the 
grotisicl tit intervals of several feet and 
throwing stones weighing several pounds 
about ti-3 though it were trying to drive 
chickena out of the flower bed. Its last 
leap was over a space of 20 feet, where 
it fotinrt what it was after. 


As tho electric ball struck the barbed 


wire fence it divided into two parts. 
One went north on the top wire and the 
other south on tho lower wire. The 
north bound ball followed the wiro for 
100 feet to aa open gate, splitting all 
the posts. Then it jumped to the road- 
way, 
tearing up the earth at every 


bound until it covered the gap made by 
the gate. It jumped back to the top 
wire for 200 feet more to the end of tho 
section, throwing tho last post flat on 
the ground and pitching into the earth, 
where it cut a V shaped hole three feet 
wide at the widest part 


After the shock those in the Woodruff 


house began to look about them. They 
found every pane of glass in tho south 
Bide of the house but two broken. Every 
piece of crockery in the pantry dad been 
displaced, some of it toppling of? the 
shelves to the floor, but very little of it 
was broken. They believe, aud so do 
their neighbors, that the barbed wire 
fence was their salvation, and if the 
electric bolt had not been drawn across 
the street tho house would have been 
torn down. 


The Ansonia lightning rod agent said 


he was forced to believe the sain o thing, 
for it was an awful bolt.—Ansonia 
(Coun.) Dispatch.

The California Republican platform 


indorses everything Republican, from 
the administration of Governor Mark- 
ham to the National platform of 1892. 
This inclndes the McKinley bill and, of 
course, the action of the Republicans 
in Congrees in voting for the repeal of 
the Sherman act and to sustain Cleve- 
land'o veto of the Bland Seigniorage 
bill. 


The Eepablican National platform of 


1892 declared that " the American peo- 
ple, from tradition and interest, favor 
bimetallism, and the Republican party 
demands the use of both gold and silver 
as standard money, with restrictions 
and under such provisions, to be de- 
termined by legislation, as will secure 
the maintenance of the parity of valaes 
of the two metals, so that the purchas- 
ing and debt-paying power of the dol- 
lar, whether of silver, gold or paper, 
shall be at all times equal." 


As interpreted by the Republican 


leaders in Congress, this meant the 
repeal of the act to purchase 4,500,000 
ounces 
or silver monthly—an act 


passed by .Republican votes exclu- 
sively—and also the suspension of sil- 
ver coinage. This 13 endorsed by Cali- 
fornia 
fcepubliuans, but, hoping to 


catch vott-a by declaring for remonetiza- 
tion, they also favor the free and un- 
limited coinage of silver at the ratio of 
16 to 1, liad, iu this respect, endorse the 
platform of the Silver party and the 
platform of the'Peoplo's party. 


The action of the California Kepub- 


licans on the ihmnoial question shows 
that the silver leaven is working. A 
few years ugo California ^Republican?, 
in Stuto Convention assembled, refused 
to incorporate a free coinage plank, 
drawn up by Senator Stewart, in their 
platform. 
Now, while indorsing the 


National Bopublican platform, they 
nlso follow the example of the Silver 
men, and declare for frefl coinage. 


While tho "Republicans east of tho 


.MUfis'iippi ar« opposed to free coinsigo 
and only one member of that party 
from I he great liepublicau States voted 
for ronionoti/ation, it is a hopeful .Mgn 
ro luu'e iho party declare for it in the 
West, though tho object is to catch 
voli-s. As Senators Jones and Stewart 
jjfiid in their message to the Silver 
party, " tho advanced position assumed 
by Nevada on the silver question has 
boon nu invaluable aid in directing the 
attention of tho country to this para- 
mount issue." 


AISMOR PLATJS FRAUDS. 


The Congressional Committee which 


is investigating the armor plate frauds 
is making some startling developments. 
Sill, who was employed at the Carnegie 
works, is giving very damaging testi- 
mony. Ho ii'eutifled tho signature of 
Superintendent Cline to the falsified 
ropDrts and denied General Superin- 
teadent Schwab's allegation that dis- 
contented workmen had conspired to 
injure the company. His identifica- 
tion of the specific falsifications in the 
reports show glaring irregularities. 
It 


appears that a systematic method of 
defrauding the Government and ren- 
dering the cruisers practically worth- 
less for the purpose for which they 
were built, had been adopted at the 
Carnegie works. The company had a 
monopoly of the business of manufac- 
turing steel plates for armor. It re- 
ceived a high price for the plates, was 
protected from all competition and 
yet was not satisfied with its profits. 
The company had been dividing $1,500,- 
000 a year among its btockholders and 
it wanted to raise the dividends to 
$2,000,000. To do thia it furnished in- 
ferior plates, falsified reports and did 
everything else deemed necessary to 
impose upon the Government. When 
detected in tho swindling act it at- 
temptad to saddle the whole responsi- 
bilities on subordinate employes, but 
took good care that none of them were 
discharged, as in that event they might 
make disclosures that would put the 
company in an unenviable light and 
expose its rascality. While the inves- 
tigation is going on Carnegie, who has 
invested much of 
his millions in 


Europe, is cruising for pleasure in his 
private yacht up the Mediteranean 
timl will keep the broad Atlantic be- 
tween him and the United Sta'.es until 
the committee reports. 


SAVAGE OKK.EMONJES. 


Governor Bickardi of Montana issued 


u proclamation prohibiting the Indians 
from holding the Sun Dance. The 
Indians paid no attention to the proc- 
lamation and the Governor, it .seems, 
made no attempt to enforce his decrees. 
The sun dance is one of the most suv- 
nge ceremonies performed by the red 
men. The brave* who engage in the 
tianoa are suspended by thongs thrust 
through slits made in the muscles of 
their breasts and backs', and their 
powers of endurance are tested by at 
taehing weights to -their suspended 
bodies or' to the thongs sufficient to 
tear the muscles apart. The pain is so 
intense that the sufferers almost in- 
variably faint during the operation. 
It is an ' ordeal, -however, by which 
every Indian who dea'res to be a war- 
rior mast be tried, and those who sub- 
mit to the greatest torture are adjudg- 
ed the bravest men. 


IT is believed the New York Consti- 


tutional Convention will strike the 
word "mala" from the new constitution 
and submit, the question to the people 
whether it shall stay out.

Synopsis of the Platform — Estee

SACRAMENTO, Jane 20.—In the Repub- 


lican State 
Convention 
Chairman 


Johason of the Committee on Resolu- 
tions read tbe platform, which was 
adopted as a whole. 


The platform indorses the Repub- 


lican National platform and the Mc- 
Kinley bill, favors the use of a limited 
portion of United States easterns re- 
ceipts to enable farmers to -transport 
their products from American to for- 
eign ports cheaper than is now done. 
Improvement of naturalization laws is 
advocated. Mob violence and anar- 
chistic outbreaks are denounced, and 
protection to life, liberty and property 
is demanded. 


The enforcement of the Chinese Ex- 


clusion act and other legislation look- 
ing toward the removal of Chinese 
from the country is demanded, and the 
aotiou of tho President in suspending, 
and thus practically nullifying this 
wholesome legislation, and his attempt, 
by treaties with the Chinese Minister, 
to abrogate the same is denounced. 


The platform demands of Congress 


the retention of the present duty of 
2}^ cents por pound on layer raisius 
and the imposition of a protective duty 
on zante currants and all other dried 
grapes and fruits. 


The Democratic Hawaiian policy is 


denounced. 


The Wilson bill is condemned as a 


sectional attempt to injure the produc- 
ers, manufacturers and laborers of the 
nation and corrupt and surrender them 
to trusts, which will result in raising 
the prices of the necessities of life and 
at tbe same time constantly decrease 
the deficiency in the national revenue, 
which deficiency will be met by such 
odious war measures as the income tax 
and increased internal duties. 


The treatment accorded soldiers and 


sailors by tho Interior Department in 
the payment of pensions is denounced 
as au insult both to the State and na- 
tion. 


The Democratic management of the 


National Government is generally de- 
nounced and the citizens of all political 
parties are invited to co-operate with 
the Rebublicans in securing prosperity 
and good Government. 


The public school system is upheld 


aud the division of school money for 
any purpose or any sect is opposed. 


The Democratic scheme to place wool 


on tbe free list is denounced and a de- 
mand is made that the great industry 
be guarded by appropriate legislation 
from unfair competition with foreign 
countries. 


State and national laws 
making 


trusts, monopolies and combines im- 
possible are demanded. 


The silver plank is as follows: We 


favor the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver at a ratio of 16 to l,and the mak- 
ing of silver as well as gold legal 
tender ia payment of all debts, both 
public and private, and we pledge out- 
Congressional nominees to support the 
principles contained in this resolution. 


The immigration plank is sweeping. 


It demands the enactment and strict 
enforcement of such laws as will abso- 
lutely and effectually prohibit the im- 
migration of all foreign laborers, both 
skilled and unskilled, into this coun- 
try. 


Government aid in the construction 


and management of tbe Nicaragua 
canal is demanded and a competing 
transcontinental railroad to San Fran- 
cisco and competing lines through the 
State are favored. 


Kuight nominated Estee for Gover- 


nor; Hart 
arraigned 
the 
bosses; 


Spencer nominated Chipmau, and Bul- 
lock nominated Preston. M. M. Estee 
was nominated on the first ballot, the 
bosses overcoming all opposition. 


A Prominent ffeu-gpxper Man Dies. 
SEATTLE, 
\Vapb., June 20.—Amos 


Bowman, after whose wife the town of 
Anac'ortes was named, died at that 
place Monday, aged flfty-five years. 
He was on the staff of the New York 
Tribune, under Horace Greeley. Later 
he was employed on the Sacramento 
Union and San Francisco Mining and 
Scientific Press. He bad charge of the 
Geological Survey when the line be- 
tween California and Nevada was sur- 
veyed. He was a civil engineer by 
profession and was educated in Ger- 
many.
